British 


Admiralty's record of 
transporting 


great numbers of troops to the vari- 
ous fighting zones without the loss 
of life, so far as reported officially, 
has been broken after more than a 
year of war. 
The torpedo of a sub- 


marine has at last found the mark 
and the transport Royal Edward has 
gone to the bottom in the Aegean 
Sea, with a loss of life which may 
reach 1,000. 
The brief Admiralty 


announcement shows that the Royal 
Edward was engaged in transporting 
troops to 
the 
Dardanelles 
front, 


where Australians and New Zeland- 
ers have been largely employed. 


In the land fighting, a crisis has 


now been reached 
in the 
present 


stage of the eastern campaign. Grand 
Duke Nicholas, the Russian comman- 
der-in-chief will not be able to as- 
sure the safety of his armies until 
the menace presented by the opera- 
tions of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
berg in Courland is 
removed. 
In 


the Bausk district of Courland 
the 


German army has been driven back 
toward the Aa river, while Kovno is 
still stemming the German tide. The 
chief struggle, however, centers in 
the region north of the Niemen, not- 
withstanding the recent success of 
Russian resistance. 


Between the Narew and the Bug, 


the German drive evidently is mak- 
ing some headway, although Petro- 
grad claims that attacks of the in- 
vaders in this region have been re- 
ipulsed after heavy fighting. Along 
the middle iBug, the Austrlans have 
forced several crossings. F the Rus- 
sians plan to hold the valuable trans- 
varse railroad running through Vil- 
na, Grodno, 
Bialystok, Brest-Lit-

American Dollar, Monarch 


Of the World's Exchange, 


Instead of English Pound

New York, Aug. 17.—The slight im- 


provement in foreign exchange rates 
gained In yesterday's late rally was 
•wiped out at the opening of the ex- 
change market today. Pounds sterling 
again touched the bottom quotation of 
4.64; francs made a new low record 
of 6.M, two cents under yesterday's 
lowest quotation and Italian 
lire* 


were acutely weak, falling to 6.54, 
seven cents under the closing figure 
of yesterday and six cents below the 
previous low record. As on yesterday, 
the exchange markets were In a con- 
dition of demoralization. 


Nearly five million dollars in for- 


eign gold reached Wall street during 
the forenoon from Ottawa for the ac- 
count of Great Britain. Tills, it was 
reported, 
practically exhausted the 


IBank of England special deposits of 
about $120,000,000 At the office of J. 
P. "Morgan & Company, to whom the 
gold was consigned, it was said that 
no further consignments of gold from 
Ottawa had been arranged for or were 
expected in the near future.

night gown ignited. The blaze spread 
so rapidly that she was unable to es- 
cape from the house and when neigh- 
bors arrived, mother ana children 
were frightfully burned 
and uncon- 


scious. They were taken to a hospital 
where no hope for their recovery is 
extended.

ward was sunk by an enemy sub- 
marine in the Aegean last Saturday 
morning. 
According to the informa- 


tion at present available, the trans- 
port had on board 22 military officers 
and 1,350 troops, in addition to the 
ship's crew of 220 officers and men. 


"The troops consisted mainly of re- 


inforcements for the 29th division and 
details of the Royal Army Medical 
corps. 
"Full information has not yet been 


received but it is known that about 
GOO have been saved."

been transported to the Dardanelles, 
Egypt, South Africa and Serbia. 


Troops have nen brought in 
from 


Canada, New Zealand, Australia 
and 


India for the defense of the mother 
country. 
Tl>e transports are accom- 


panied by an escort of warships, chief 


reliance being placed on 
destroyers 


for warding off submarine 
attacks. 


The British announcement shows that 
the Royal Edward was engaged in 
conveying troops to the Dardanelles 
front, having been sunk in the Aegean 
sea.

On August 11, 
1914, she sailed from Montreal

The last report in maritime 


records showed her arrival on Octo- 
ber 10 at Avonmouth, England, from 
Montreal. 


An unofficial dispatch from Berlin. 


on February 21 reported the sinking 
of a British transport with troops and 
of a steamer which was accompanying 
the transport. 
Later it was said a 


prize offered in Germany for sinking 
a transport had been distributed. No 
official statement was made on this 
subject, however, either In Berlin or 
London. 


The Royal Edward was 11,117 tons 


gross and 562 feet long. 
She was 


owned by the Canadian Northern 
Steamship company of Toronto. She 
was built in Glasgow in 1908.

MaiTietta, Ga., Aug. 17. — Leo M. Frsrnk, serving a life term for tha 


murder of Mary IPhagau, the Atlanta factory girl, and who was taken 
from the prison farm at Milledgeville, last night, was lynched two miles 
east of here today by the armed party which took him. He was hanged 
to a tree. 


Frank was brought 100 miles from the prison farm to a point al- 


most within sight of the former home of Mary Phagan. No shots were 
fired. 


Frank's body, barefooted and clad only in prison trousers and shirt, 


was found at 8.30 o'clock this morning. It is believed he was lynched 
about daylight. 


Several automobiles, well loaded, left here in the direction of Mil- 


ledgeville last night. After the return of some of the machines today. 
officers started out on the road which they believed the automobiles had 
travelled. 
They had gone only two miles when they saw the body o£ 


Frank not more than 150 yards from the road-side. 


News that the body had been found, spread rapidly and wigtoj*^ 


short time hundreds of persons were crowding to the scene. No imme- 
diate effort was made to cut the body down, as Sheriff Hicks was 
in town and the coroner took no action. 


It is believed that the stop at the bridge over Little River, 
neat; 


Eatonton, when the armed party talked loudly and fired shots, was d 
ruse to delay pursuers. 
The vicinity of the bridge 
was thoroughly 


searched and at the time the search was being made, it is probable 
Frank had already met death. 


The crowd increased rapidly as the day wore on. By 10 o'clock 


many women and children were mingling with the crowd in the woods at 
the edge of which the body still hung. At that hour no effort had been 
made to dispose of the body, although Coroner Booth had been sum- 


m<>n Frank's body was cut down at 10:15 o'clock, but not until a man 
in the crowd had spoken to the crowd, advocating mutilation of the body, 
Newton A. Morris Immediately pleaded with the throng to allow an in- 
quest to take its proper course. 
A vote was suggested and token. It 


was overwhelmingly in favor of allowing the coroner to tatos charge ot 
the body. It then was cut down and the two mile trip to Marietta start- 
ed. 
The inquest was set for 11 o'clock. 
At the suggestion of Newton A. Morris, former superior court jndga 


here, the iKKly was taken from the undertaker's wagon, in which it was 
placed at the lynching scene and put into an automobile on the outskirts 
of the town. The automobile started toward Atlanta. 
Judge Morris telephoned from Smyrna to an Atlanta nnaertaKer to 


meet the automobile and take charge of the body. 


When the body was cut down, parts of Frank's shirt were torn 


away by souvenir hunters. The body was roughly handled before it waa 
put into the undertaker's wagon.

The process usu- 
ally starts in May or June of each 
•ear. so as to' take as much advantage 
as possible of the warm period of the 
ummei'.—Arsouaut.

Photo Enlarging Idea. 


A simple enlarging machine may be 


made of an oak board seven-eighths of 
an inch thick, and a little wider than 
the camera with which it is to bo 
used. A box is built on one end of 
the board, with an opening the size 
of the camera in that side of the box 
which faces the other end of the board. 
A thirty-two candle power bulb backed 
•with a reflector is mounted in the box 
behind the opening. A slot is made in 
the baseboard, running from the box 
to the other end, and a moving up- 
right, with a block and set screw run- 
ning in the slot, is provided to hold the 
printing paper on which the enlarge- 
ment is to be made. In order to make 
an enlargement of a negative the plate 
(or film inclosed between two pieces 
of glass) is mounted in the usual place 
in the camera, the lens is opened and 
the light turned on.—Technical World.

These otoliths increase iu size during 
the entire life of the fish, each year 
adding two layers, a light colored layer 
formed in summer and a dark layer 
formed in autumn and whiter. The 
alternate layers are sharply contrasted 
and very distinct, so that there is no 
difficulty in counting them. The num- 
ber of pairs of layers is equal to the 
number of years the fish has lived.—

As usual Darke 
county leads with 20,913 and Vinton 
is lowest with 2,788. 


The total number of cattle in Ohio 


is 1,583,878, an increase of 94,902 
over 1914. 
There was an increase 


in 1914 of 228,895 over 1913. Last 
year Ashtabula led in cattle. 
This 


year Licking, with 30,949 is 
first, 


Trumbull with 30,684 is second and 
Ashtabula with 28,843 is third. Pike 
still stands at the foot of the list 
with 6,711. 


There are now 36,581 mules and 


asses in Ohio, a gain of 2,328 over 
1914. 
The increase in 1914 over 


1913 was 7,133. 
Hamilton county 


leads in these long eared beasts of 
burden with 1,747. 
Ottawa

seems to ostracise the mule, as she 
has but 35. 
There are very few 


mules in most northern Ohio coun-

Milledgeville, Aug. 17.—Mrs. Leo 


M. Frank received the news that her 
hus'band had been lynched in a man- 
ner that led those present to believe 
that she had been expecting it. She 
was preparing to go to an uncle's 
home at Athens, Ga., when she was 
told what had occurred. She is re- 
ported bearing up well. 


Persistent 
reports 
early today 


were that Frank had been lynched. 
For hours after the attack, no trace 
of the automobiles rearing the party 
could be found, but at about day- 
light newspapermen picked up the 
trail at a point on Little River, near 
Eatonton, Ga., J. 
K. 
Jackson, a 


white iarmer. living near a bridge 
over Little River, said that shortly 
after midnight he heard several au- 
tomobiles stop there. 
Soon 
after- 


ward he said he heard loud talking 
and then many shots. 
He heard the 


automobiles leave in the direction of 
Eatonton after the firing. A hurried 
search of the immediate vicinity fail- 
ed to reveal anything that would in- 
dicate that Frank had met summary 
vengeance there. 


The armed men arrived in the "vi- 


cinity of the prison farm and prac- 
tically 
unnoticed, 
proceeded 
with 


thoir business. 
All means of wire 


communication from the institution 
to Milledgeville, three miles 
away, 


were destroyed and all wires, except 
.one telephone line, from 
Milledge- 


ville also were out. 


•Five men went to the house of 


Warden J. T. Smith, awakened him 
and made him prisoner. At the same 
time a small squad of men went to 
the home of J. M. Burke, superin- 
tendent of the farm. 
Burke 
was 


forced to go with them to the gate 
nearest the dormitory where it was 
believed Frank was kept. 
The two 


guards on duty there were ordered 
while guns were levelled on them, 
to open the gates. 


The party then rushed in, quickly 


got Frank and hurried him to one 


t of the waiting automobiles. He was 
i forced down into the car, while a 
member of the party is said to have 
flourished a rope in front of him. 


Without delay those who had been 


guarding Warden Smith left him and 
joined the party at the gates. 
The 


automobiles then started off swift- 
ly in a northerly direction. 


With only a limited number of 


guards at the prison and wire com- 
munication with Milledgeville inter- 
rupted, immediate pursuit was im- 
possible. 
Some time elapsed before 


word could be brought here and of- 
ficers started in the direction taken 
by the party. None of these officers 
reported for several hours after they 
left. 


The first report of the route taken 


came from newspapermen who left 
Macon at about the same time the 
officers got started from 
Milledge- 


ville. 
In the absence of definite news 


that Frank had been lynched many 
were inclined to believe that possi- 
bly it was his friends and not 
his 


foes who took him away and that 
the display of the 
rope 
and 
the 


shooting were parts of a plan to cov- 
er the real intention of the party. 
Frank was 
sufficiently 
recovered 


from the wound in his throat, 
in- 


flicted by another prisoner a month 
ago. to leave the 
prison 
hospital 


Sunday and take his place in tho 
sleeping quarters with 
the 
other 


prisoners. 


Mrs. Frank, who had been almost

"I was called to the door just as 


1 was preparing

"When 1 passed the threshold two 
strong men grabbed nu> and snapped 
handcuffs on my wrists. Four stood 
guard over me, two with shotguns 
and two with heavy pistols. 
I re- 


monstrated and they declared it was 
no use for me to squirm, as they 
had come for Leo Frank and were 
going to get him. 


"1 told them that Frank was not 


at my house and 
they 
said 
they 


knew that, but that they were going 
to take me where they knew Frank 
was quartered. I way inarched up to 
the penitentiary building by a guard 
which was doubled as we proceeded. 


When we reached the building a 


demand was made for the gate to be 
opened and when the trusty prisoner 
awaited official orders, one of the 
men began cutting the wires and in- 
formed the prisoner if he did 
not 


open the gate he would be killed as 
soon as an entrance was effected. 
The gate was then unlocked and S. 
Hester, a night guard came forward, 
but he was immediately covered ana 
ordered to throw aip his hands. Half 
way up the steps I was halted while 
half a dozen men rushed by me and 
made a dash for Frank's room. One 
of the prisoners who witnessed this 
scene declared that four men took 
Frank by his arms and legs, while a 
fifth grabbed him 'by the hair and he 
was dragged out and bumped down 
the stone steps. While I looked on, 
Frank did not utter a word, but an- 
parently was sufferine; intensely ana 
groaned from pain inflicted in han- 
dling him in his wounded condition. 
The affair was all over within five 
minutes, it seemed to me. 


"During the entire time I was 


handcuffed and under guard. When 
the crowd brought Frank down and 
started off I asked the fellow who 
had snapped the handcuffs to unlock 
them, but he laughed and said if I 
would accompany them they would 
take off the irons. 
The whole pro- 


cedure was well ordered and method- 
ical and only a 
feu- words were 


spoken. 
That evidently was agreed 


upon. 
A leader did all the talking. 


Only two of the men were masked, 
but I die' not recogni/e any of them. 
Just as they started oft the leader 
said, 'Now, boys, for 
the 
swamp.' 


Then in less time than it takes to 
tell it they were off and I could see 
the lights flashing as they went over 
the hill towards Meriwether." 


A. G. Phillips, sheriff of Putnam 


county, said over the telephone from 
Eatonton at 8:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing that a search for Frank's body 
near the bridge over Little river had 
so far been fruitless.

shells were found near where Jack- 
son said he had heard the shots. 


Officers traced the automobiles to
